Dorsey Makes Ringing 


Appeal to Thousands 
- On Patriotic Basis 


Governor’s Call for the 
Support of Real Democ- 
racy Meeting With Ap- 
‘proval on Every Hand. 


SPEAKS AT MILLEN 
AND SWAINSBORO 


Delayed Two Hours by 
Enthusiastic Admirers, 
‘Who Crowd to His Auto- 
mobile to Pledge Their 
Support.

Milien, Ga., September 2.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—The confident fervor of his 
supporters and the obvious multi- 
plicity of converts to his champion- 
ship of true democracy continue to 
feature the tour of Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey through southern Geor- 
gia. These facts were brilliantly 
evidenced again Thursday tin the 
receptions tendered him by big and 
approvingly demonstrative audi- 
ences at Millen, in Jenkins county, 
and Swainsboro, in Emanuel. 

His morning address, at Millen, 
was heard by a large crowd, whose 
enthusiasm, if possible, surpassed 
any thus far evinced, but which 
was not outdone by those who 
greeted him as their choice for the 
next United States senator when he 
spoke to a packed auditortum in 
Swainsboro in the afternoon, De- 
spe*ej the fact. that they had been 
forced to wait for more than two 
hours, his Swainsboro audience was 
so large as to put standing room ar 
a premium. 

William Warren, 77 years. of age, 
and a leader in the section, made a 
vigorous introductory speecn at 
Swainsboro, telling his hearers 
that during his entire participation 
in Georgia politics he had never 
voted anything but the kind of 
democratic ticket that stood for all 
that was good and wholesome in 
government, and that his tntense 
eagerness for the success of Gover- 
nor Dorsey was but one evidence 
of his decision that he coulda not 
change at this late date, 

Judge Arch B. Lovett, of Syl- 
vania, who presides over the new 
Ogeechee circuit, presented the 
governor to the Millen audience and 
said: “The people of Georgia ‘are 
now confronted by issues sucn as 
they have never before faced in the 
history of the nation, and in their 


handling we must be careful of the 
caliber of the men we allow to be 
our representatives. Governor Dor- 
sey stands before you unafraid and 
unterrified; as a man drafted to 
serve his state when no other man 
as, superbly fit for the duty was 
available, and as a man whose pri- 
vate character nor official record 
have ever been whispered against.” 


Dorsey’s Official Record. 


The speaker referred to and in- 
dorsed the declaration of A. M. 
Deal, of Statesboro, who said that 
he could indorse Governor Worsey 
for the senatorship with tne same 
seriousness and sincerity as ne 
would indorse a guardian for his 
only son, at the approach of the 
supreme crisis. 

With regard to the special taxes 
which have been collected during 
his administration, Governor Dorsey 
said that his only regret was that 
he had not peen able to turn $250,- 
000 into the coffers of the state 
instead of $150,000 in funds due 
the state that he did collect. He 
answered the criticism of those 
who had said that he had paid ex- 
orbitant salaries*,to the _ investi- 
gators by pointing out the fact that 
he had paid commissions of only 20 
per cent, when mY apo before 
him had paid 83 1-3 per cent, al- 
though costs of te then were 
not comparable with now. 

Having'shown the unconstitution- 
ality of the vill to exempt from 
taxation the bequests of the Steirer 
estate, the governor said: “Sen- 
ator Smith says that he would have 
approved that bill. Of course he 
would. There is no argument 
there, for the senator would do 
anything for forty votes.” 

Tremenddiis applause fairly shook 
the Jenkins county courthouse 
when the speaker declared that Tom 
Watson was a genius, but’ that he 
was an erratic genius, a- radical ge- 
nius, and a man absolutely unsafe 
and unsound Another : immense 
outburst of cheering. lasting for 
more than a minute, greeted his ad- 
mission of the gentleness con- 
temptuously charged by Hoke 
Smith, which, however, said the 
governor, was not so gentle as to 
let him eat salt out of the hand of 
Henry Cabot Lodge and the rest of 
the republican oligarchy or be led 
around by the nose at a democratic 
state convention by Thomas E. 
Watson.

OPPOSITION GROWS 
FRANTIC AS DORSEY 


WAVE SWEEPS ON 


Plainly Evident That Des- 


perate Efforts to Mini-| 


mize Warmth of Govern- 
or’s Reception About the 
State Fall Flat. 


ATTENDANCE RECORDS 
BROKEN AT SPEECHES 


Scores of Visitors Call at 
Dorsey Headquarters and 
Report That Governor Is 
Sweeping Triumphantly 
Onward. 


That the maangers of Senator 
Smith’s campaign have reached al- 
most a state of desperation is grow- 
ing more and more evident to both 
the Dorsey and Watson forces. It 
was no secret yesterday that the 
Piedmont hotel) headquarters of the 
senator were blue over the situa- 
tion. Reports that they are re- 
ceiving from their trusted friends 
over the state are said to be dis- 
| couraging. In faet, they do not hold 
] out the slightest hope for the sena- 
tor. 

But more convincing even than 
these reports of ‘Smith’s waning 
power, which, of course, are not 
disclosed and leak out only by ac- 
cident, is the conduct of the cam- 
paign to which the Smith leaders 
have been driven by their desper- 
ate straits. 

In their newspaper reporfe they 
are pretending that Gove-nor Dor- 
sey is being given frosty receptions 
ang that the counties which he vis- 
its are generally cold to his can- 
didacy. How they can make this 
jibe with what they did in Sumter 
county, one of the senator’s banner 
counties in the April primary, is a 
mystery to all people. Following 
Governor Dorsey’s speech in * ri- 
cus, where he was greeted with a 
spontaneous outburst of enthusiasm 
rarely equaled, the panic-stricken 
leaders of the Smith forces there 
grabbed the next train for Atlanta 
and notified the senator that he 
must return at once for another 
speech in Americus. Otherwise, 
they said, his goose in that -eck 
of the woods was hopelessly cook- 
ed. He had spoken there o a 
short time before and his newspa- 
pers had reported the county solid 
for him. 


When the senator made his sec- 
ond appearance in Americus, how- 
ever, the account of his speech, so 
far from getting first page display 
with the usual .ourish of trumpets 
in his Atlanta organ, was hidden 
away inside and little effort was 
made to show that he had retrieved 
the situation. The truth to every 
one in that section was too pat- 
ent that he had not, and Sumter 
county may now be counted one of 
the strongest in the Dorsey col- 
umn. 


Another Weakness. 


Another piece of conduct ins ed 
from the Piedmont hotel headquar- 
ters is even more indicative of the 
desperation at which they have are 
rived. In counties where there is a 
strong Watson following, the Dor- 
sey followers are being urged to 
join hands with the senator in order 
to best Watson; in counties where 
Dorsey is evidently in the lead, 
the seme argument is br ht to 
bear on the Watsonites to defeat 
the governor. This is playing the 
middle of the road policy with a 
Such opportunism and‘ 
wanton lack of any basic princi- 
ple has never been seen in Geor- 
gia politics before, the oldest po- 
litical observers declare. 

But it is growing more and more 
evident that all the shi* and ef- 
forts to deceive the people that are 
being tried out by the senator's 
forces are bound to fail. The in- 
creasing number of visitors to 
headquarters, and the daily addi- 
tions made to the ex-Hoke Smith 
club make it more and more evi- 
dent that the goverfior is gaining 
grovnd daily and that the people 
approve the straight-from-the- 
shoulder, manly and open policy 
which he is pursuing.

Watson Also Assails the 
Democratic Administra- 


son in Auditorium Ad- 
dress. 


Thomas E. Watson was greeted 
last night in the Anuditorium-Ar- 
mory by the largest audience that 
has been seen at a political meet- 
ing in Atlanta in years. The Au- 
ditorium was packed long before 
the time for Mr.. Watson’s appear- 
ance on the stage. The doors were 
closed and hundreds of people 
packed the foyer and the outside 
entrances out to the street, where 
many stood in a driving rain hop- 
ing that some accident might in- 
tervene whereby they might be af- 
forded a glimpse of the speaker. 

There igs no doubt that curiosity 
drew a large part of the crowd that 
jammed the entrances to the build- 
ing. many having never had an 
opportunity to see and hear Mr. 
Watson before. While the audience 
was undoubtedly the largest to be 
seen, at tWe Auditorium, “probably 
in its history, there have been far 
more enthusiastic audiences gath- 
ered there. While there were hosts 
of Tom Watson men in the audi« 
ence, they having assembled during 
the day from all parts of north 
Georgia, especially from Watson 
strongholds, it was noticeable that 
mever more than one-third of the 
frowd participated in the cheering 
for the Thomson man. 

Another noticeable feature of the 
meeting was th#®most of the cheer- 
ing did not emanate from those in 
the audiencé who occupied the front 
seats and were the only persons 
present who could hear what Mr. 
Watson Was saying. Some oné on 
the stage would start a cheer and 
then it would be taken up by many 
in the rear of the audience who 
had not had any opportunity to 
hear what Mr. Watson had said. 

Large Numbers Leave. 

A large number in the galleries 
and in the rear of the audience 
began to leave shortly after the 
Speaker started, simply because 
there was no possibility of hearing 
what he had to say and their curi- 
osity had been satisfied after they 
had had an opportunity of seeing 


for a time, but the audie~-e was 
as orderly as any audience of its 
size and the difficulty of hearing 
what was going on could be. 

There were no marked interrup- 
tions of the speaker, although there 
were cheers for Hugh Dorsey and 
Woodrow Wilson when the Thom-.+n 
man directed his attacks at them. 
When Mr. Watson referred to the 
Palmer campaign in Georgia and 
the connection of the editor of The 
Constitution with it, some one in 
the audience shouted out, “Hurrah 
for Clark and Palmer.” 
no disposition on the Watson part 
of the audience to take notice of 
the interruption and howl down the 
shouter. 

The truth is that Mr. Watson did 
not fulfill the expectations of that 
part of his audience who expected 
him to inaugurate one of his char- 
acteristic assaults on all of his 
opponents. The greater part of his 
attack was devoted to the American 
Legion, which, he declared, could 
not prevent him from taking the 
part of the private soldier. He said 
that the officers had abused the 
privates in France in a way that 
they never would have dared to do 
had the fighting been on American 
soil. 

Welcomes Woman Vote. 

Referring to the possibility of 
women voting in the coming elec- 
tion, Mr. Watson declared that he 
welcomed the opportunity of their 
exercise of the franchise. He de- 
clared that they would come in ox- 
Carts, two-mule wagons and “fliv- 
vers” from the remote rural sec- 


Jd*cons to cast their vote with him 
against the possibility of their boys 
being drafted out of the country 
again for foreign service. 

Seeming to realize that his chief 
opponent in the cam es was Gov- 
ernor Dorsey, Mr. atsen devoted 
by far the greater part of his re- 
marks directed against his oppo- 
nents in the race to the governor. 
He said that he (Watson), had been 
charged with never vg ty * done 
anything constructive, yet he con- 
sidered Hugh Dorsey as a part of 
his constructive work, though ‘not 
one that he was now proud of.

This information was given out 
by State Commader A. L. Henson, 
who Thursday received a telegram 
from Louis F. Post, assistant secre- 
tary Of labor of the. United States, 
confirming reports that had. been 


received here with reference to Mar- 
tens. 


Commander Henson’s telegram to 


Assistant Secretary Post is.as fol- 
lows: 

“Louis F. Post, Assistant Séc- 
retary of Labor, Washington, D. 
C.: American Legion informed 
Ludwig C. K. Martens, soviet 
ambassador, at liberty under 
parole, in custody of Thomas W. 
Hardwick, of Georgia. Please 
wire, collect, confirming, giving 
details.

Martens claimed to be the dip- 
lomatic representative of the Rus- 
Sian goviet government in this 
country. As the United States did 
not and still does not recognize the 
Lenine and Trotzky régime, of 
course he had no official standing 
in this country. It becoming evi- 
dent that he was using his presence 
here to spread the revolutionary 
ideas of the bolshevists and to de- 
Stroy the United States government. 
the department of justice deter- 
mined to take steps to have him de- 
ported. 


Condemned by Probers, 


A committee of the republican 
United States senate took a hand J 
in the matter and gave Martens and’ 
a number of other foreign revolu- 
tionaries associated with him a 
hearing. On his own admissions 
and on other testimony the senate 
committge unanimously decided that 
he was an glien enemy of a: dan- 
gerous character and should be de- 
Ported. Former Senator Hardwick 
appeared before this committee as 
Martens’ attorney. For this service 
he is said to have received a fee 
of $30,000. paid from the treasury 
of the Russian soviet gfovernment. 
At the hearing it was proven that 
the Lenine and Trotzky government 
had sent two million Russian rubles 
to this countrv to be used in over- 
throwing the government and es- 
tablishing a soviet bolshevist gov- 
ernment in its stead. 

Martens’ case is now pending in 
the federal eourts and Mr. Hard- 
wick is still his attorney of record, 
havine never withdrawn from the 
case. It was as his attorney that 
the immigration officials of the fed- 
eral covernment paroled Martens to 
Mr. Hardwick. it being impossible, 
nnder the circumstances, for the de- 
fendant to make hail

| GRAFT DURING THE WAR 
|BASIS OF PROSECUTION 


Not Only Purchase of War 
Supplies, But Construc- 
tion Camps and Canton- 
ments Will Be Investi- 
gated. 


Washington, September %—(By 
Associated Press.)—Prosecu- 
tiow of 324 comtractors, the begin- 
ning of a move by the government 
to clean up its war contract con- 
troversies, has been ordered by the 
department of justice. The proceed- 
ings will include both criminal and 
‘vil action and involve “millions of 
dollars,” department officials said 
today. 


Practically all of the cases em- 
braced by the prosecution order 
were turned over by the war de- 
partment, but there were indica- 
tions similar cases would be re- 
ceived from other government de- 
partments. The shipping board is 
understood to be planning to re- 


quest criminal prosecution in half 
a dozen cases in addition to those 
already in the wands of the at- 
torney general. - 


Large Sums Involved, 

The contracts on. which action 
will be pressed were said to in- 
yvolve amounts “ranging from a few 
thousand to a,few millions each.” 
They. include agreements for the 
furnishing of supplies of nearly 
every commod.:ty which the govern- 
ment purchased for war purposes. 
as well as construction of camps, 
cantonments and warehouses and 
other facilities for training the 
army. 


Preparatory to instituting lega) 
proceedings in most cases, the gov- 
ernment has started a rechecking 
of such data and figures as it has. 
planning later to pursue the inves- 
tigation into the records of the 
firms and individuals whose con- 
tracts are questioned. This work 
will require several months and 
possibility of early settlement of 
most of the suits appear remote. 

Officials expressed the belief that 
although the war department had 
failed to reach an agreement, many 
of the controversies would be set- 
tled out of court. The war depart- 
ment abolished its fraud and graft 
investigating sections some .onths 
feo and ites facilities for making 
necessary inquiries in most of the 
cases were limited, | 


Some “Honest Mistakes.” 


With respect to a score or more 
of the contract settlements in dis- 
pute, there was the belief that 
“honest@mistakes” had been made 
by the contractor or subcontractor 
and that an investigation of rec- 
ords would produce grounds on 
which adjustment of the matters 
could be easily made. It was saia 
in other cases, however, “plain 
cases of fraud” had proven s0 
cleariy that no course was open 
to the gcvernment except direct ac- 
tion looking to indictment of the 
law violators. 


Robert T Scott, assistant to the 
attorney general, said it would be 
the policy of the government not to 
deal leniently with the fraud cases 
He explained, however, that con- 
tractors against whom civil pro- 
ceedings only would be instituted 
would be given every opportunity 
to straighten out controversies be- 
fore the matter was thrown into 
litigation. The contracts’ repre- 
sent practically every section of 
the country and court action will be 
sought in local jurisdictions.

AIR IS BEING PUMPED 
INTO THE SUBMARINE 


And This Enables Crew 
to Keep Precarious Hold 
on Life — All Available 
Vessels in United States 
Navy Rushing to Rescue 
of Submerged Craft. 


Plight of the Submarine 
Told by Telephone Buoy, 


Tossing on the Waves | 


New York, September 2?2.—A 
A telephone buoy, tossing on the 
waves in the path of the steam- 
ship General Goethals revealed 
the plight of the crew of the 
submarine S-5, submerged for 
more than thirty-five hours off 
the Delaware capes, according 
to information received here to<« 
night. The bell on the buoy was 
ringing and a small boat was ime- 
mediately lowered from the Gene- 
eral Goethals. The boat reached 
the buoy, cut In on the telephone 
apparatus on {t, and then from 
the depths of the.c¢ time this 
message: i 

“The submarine S- 
submerged for thirty-five hours, 
Air is running short. Machinery 
damaged. Senda for help.” 

The General Goethals tmme- 
diately sent out radio messages 
telling of the plight of the sub- 
marine and then stood by to reti- 
der whatever aid was possible, 
keeping. in eommunication vith 
the submerged vessel by means 
of the telephone on the buoy. 

An amateur wireless operator, 
sitting at his instrument at 
Farmington, Conn., hundreds of 
miles from the scene of the trou- 
ble, picked up the message from 


the air and made it public. 


New Haven, Conn. September 2.— 
A wireless message from the Unit- 
ed States steamship General Geo- 
thals picked up at Farmington, 
Conn. tonight says the - United 


States submarine S-5 has been sgub-. 


merged thirty-five hours and asks 
that destroyers be sent to her res. 
cue. 

The submarine’s last position was 
reported in latitude 38.36 north and 
longitude 74.00 west, which is vire 
tually due east Septhe Delaware 
capes. 

The radio was received by David 
L. Moore, who has a wireless out- 
fit at his home in Farmington. . It 
reads as follows: . 

“On board U. 8S. S. General Goe- 
thals at Sea, September 2.—Send 
destroyers with gear to relieve crew 
in submerged submarine S-5. Been 
in this condition thirty-five hours, 
Bring material for cutting through ~ 
hull.”

Meld Secured on Submarine. 
Washington, September 2.—The 
United States submarine 8-5 was 
being kept barely at the surface 
of the Atlantic ocean fifty-five miles 
wast of Cape Henlopen tonight by 
@ precarious hold secured on her 
stern by the General Ss, an 
army transport, while a dozen ves- 
sels of the navy are racing from 
various points to her rescue. 

With her crew of four officers 
and twenty-six men she has been 
submerged for thirty-six hours, but 
through a hole cut in her stern by 
the Goethals crew, enough air is 
being pumped to keep them alivs 
until navy equipment now afloat in 
the fastest vessels available can 
get there to eompiere her rescue. 

Naval’ commanders at both New 
York and Philadelphia, Secreta 
Daniels added, have been ordered 
to detail available vessels and 
equipment for the rescue work. The 
department had received nothing 
more tonight than was contained 
im the wireless message already 
made public, he sald. 

How the 8-5 became disabled and 
how the General Goethals learned 
of her plight had not been learned 
late tonight by the navy depart<- 
ment. Se 

Captain B. ¥. Hutchinson, assist- 
ant chief of operations, said the 
battleship Ohio trom tne southern 
drill ground was under way for the 
spot as were two destroyers from 


naval constructors and special 
equipment from Philadelphia and a 
fourth destroyer and the torpedo 
ship Bridgeport from New York. 

Theerescue vessels are, under or- 
ders to get the men out first, Cap- 
tain Hutchinson said, by raising 
and cutting into the submarine, 

Position Almost Vertical. 

Messages from the General Goe- 
thals said that sufficient air had 
been gotten into the hull to “re- 
vive” the crew, and explained that 
the S-5’s position in the water was 
almost vertical. 

Cables from the submarine’s stern 
to the General Goethals are prov- 
ing sufficient to hold her to the 
surface, and men were landed who 
cut the hole through which the air 


pipes intreduced. Ordinarily the 
air supply in a submarine of her 
type, Captain Hutchinson _ said, 
would Suffice to keep her crew 
alive for 72 hours, but her peculiar 
position would indicate that much 
of the air had been lost. 

The S-5 has been on special re- 
cruiting duty at Atlantic ports. She 
is commanded by Lieutenant Com- 
mander ©. M. Cook. Her present 
position was given as latitude 38.20, 
longitude 74.05.

FFFORT TOLOWER 
PRICE OF COTTON 


Charged to Federal Re- 
serve Board aad Justice 
Department — Ex-Gov. 
Manning Urges Farmers 
to Hold Cotton. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 2.— 
Addresing the sessions of the Amer- 
ican Cotton association this after- 
noon, Dr. John A. Todd, English 
economist, declared the law of sup- 
ply and demand must ulitmately 
govern the price of cotton, but at 
present this law is inoperative be- 
cause of abnormal conditions in 
Europe, he said. 

European countries are unable to 
buy what they need at.the prevail- 
ing rates of exchange, the speaker 
declared, and the situation is fur- 


ther depressed by the shortage of 
coal, industrnal troubles and gen- 
eral instability of governments. 

He strongly advised deVeloping 
the better grades of cotton, which 
India does not produce, harvesting 
and marketing it better in the fu- 
ture, as some of the remedies to 
bring about better prices. 

During the sessions a resolution 
that the Alabama legislature be re- 
quested to enact a law imposing a 
tax of 10 cents per bale on the cot- 
ton crop of the state for the benefit 
of the farmers, was adopted by the 
Alabama division, and the sum of 
$10,000 was pledged toward a fund 
of $50,000 for the use of the na- 
tional organization in prosecuting 
its work. 

Spirited attacks weré launched at 
the federal reserve bank and the 
department of justice by W. C. 
Coker, an Alabama merchant, who 
declared they were discriminating 
against the cotton-raiser in the in- 
erests of organized labor. “Labor 
emands shorter hours, more p.v 
and cheaper food,” he said, “and the 
at Washington seem 
determiged to see that labor gets it, 
regardless of what happens to the 
farmer.” 

Mr. Coker declared the federal re- 
serve board had gone entirely out- 
side its province in attempting to 
deflate the price of cotton, while 
the price of other commodities 
stay up. 

The second outburst of the day 
came at the close of the afternoon 
session; when Judge John C. Pugh. 
of Louisiana, bitterly attacked the 
speculative element in the ¢éotton 
market and fired a shot at the cot- 
ton seed oil meén. “The price of 
cotton seed is less than half of what 
it was a year ago,” he said. “The 
mill men give various reasons for 
this, but the thing for you to re- 


made up its mind to steal your cot- 
ton seed.” 

Judge Pugh was preceded on the 
program by former Governor Rich- 
ard L. Manning, of Sonuth Carolina, 
who delivered an impassioned ap- 
peal for adherence to the cotton- 
holding plan of the national] asso- 
ciation. Support of that body was 
urged in vigorous terms, the speak- 
erdeclaring that “the prosperity of 
the south, the future of our chil- 
dren and our whole civilization is 
tied up with the question of getting 
justice in the cotton markets.”

Scranton, Pa., Ser**mber 2?2.—An- 
thracite operators and miners, to- 
night signed a two-year contract 
embodying the terms of the award 
made by the anthracite coal com- 
mission and approved by President 
Wilson.

A majority of members of the 
subcommittee of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee having 
notified Senator Fermor Barrett, of

ToHighFederal Positions 
if He Is Elected — Gov- 
ernor Leaves for Stump- 
ing Tour of West. 


Columbus, Obto, September 2. — 
Governor Cox. today declared that 
if elected president he would ap- 
point “dirt farmers” to responsible 
government positions, including the 
secretary of agriculture and mem- 
‘bers of the*federal reserve, and re- 
gidnal reserve board, tariff com- 
missions and the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

The democratic presidential can- 
didate discussed agricultural ques- 
tions and outlined his proposed poli- 
cies -in an address at the executive 
office, to about one hundred repre- 
sentatives of the National Board 
of Farm Organizations holding a 
convention here. : 

Cold Storage Regulation. 

Federal regulation ef cold stor- 
age facilities, a fair test of private 
railroad ownerse>'n and operation 
and co-operative buying and selling 
by farmers was advocated by Gov- 
ernor Cox. He also declared that 
business, labor and agricultural in- 
terests must have defined by law 
limitations which they can. under- 
stand and stay within in fair fu- 
ture conduct. 

Advocating appointment of farm- 
ers to the federal reserve board and 
also regional boards, Governor Cox 
added: 

“Tl wish there were more farmers 
oh them néw. A great many inter- 
ests do not look with favor on my 
election because they want to 
change the law (the federal reseve 
act) by making bankers only eligt- 
ble for membership. Nothing could 
be more menacing to the farmer.” 

Farmeys are needed on tariff and 
interstate commerce commissions, 
Governor Cox said, to aid in super- 
vision, respectively, of agricultural 
exports and transportation. 

“IT don’t believe there is &@ man 
on the interstate commerce come 
mission,” he said, “who knows much 
if anything about farming. ‘I'm not 
criticising the policies of the ,ad- 
ministration that have led to this 
thing, but I’m contrasting what is 
with what ought to be.” 

Cox Begins Long Tour. 

Governor Cox left here tonight on 
a month’s “swing around the cir- 
cle” through the west. 

In Michigan tomorrow the demo- 
cratic. presidential candidate star(s 
his speaking trip—the most exten- 
sive political tour undertaken since. 
William J. Bryan's ‘in 1896—which 
will take him around 9,000 miles 
through twenty-two states and end 
October 3 at St. Louis. 

The governor expects to reach 
many hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons with the doctrines of democ- 
racy on the tour arranged: to tra- 
verse the northern tier of states to 
Bellingham, Wash., back to Utah’ 
thence to San Francisco and east

central west states. 

The governor started his journey 
just two months beforé electicn 
day and will spend the last montn 
of his campaign in the east anid 
mfddle western states. 

The league of nations, progress- 
ism and republican finances are 
scheduled to be the principal 
themes of the governor's 
which will include many rear plat 
form addresses. Through Michigan 
tomorrow he said he expected to 
weigh repubiican contributions and, 
possibly, present some new infor: 
mation in support of his charges 
that a $15,000,000 corruption fund” 
was being raised. The governor 
will open his Michigan gtour early 
tomorrow morning with five-minute 
rear platform addresses at Tecum.- 
seh and Manchester. He will stop 
at Jackson for a half-hour speech. 
and, arriving at Lansing about noon, 
is to make two more extensive ad- 
dresses, with evening appointments 
at Battle Creek and Kalamazoo.

Georgia Woman, Dies Thursday 


Mrs. William D. Grant, 
beloved Georgia wom- 
an, who passed away 
in her eighty - second 


year at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. John M. 
Slaton, early Thursday 
morning.

Mrs. William D. Grant died Thurs- 
day morning, September at 


“Wingfield,” the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. John Marshall Slaton, at 
Buckhead, near Atlanta. 

News of the passing of Mrs. Grant 
will be received with deep and sin- 
cere regret, fer no woman of the 
latter half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and the present years of the 
twentieth century, was better 
known and more distinguished in 
Georgia than Mrs. Grant. while her 
wit and her beauty’ distinguished 
her in southern society. She was 
proclaimed wherever she. Was 
known as a woman of rare attain- 
ments and beloved qualities. 

Mind of Unusual Quality. 
She had the social experience 
Which inheritance gives besides .a 
mind of unusual quality. Her edu- 
‘ation was pursued under the best 
masters of her time, and under the 
personal direction of her father, 
who was one of the most scholarly 
mon of his day. and a great patriot. 
During her girlhood, when she re- 
sided on her § father’s. plantation 
near West Point, Ga., she, an only 
daughter, was never excluded from 
the drawingroom when her father 
and mother assembled there the men 
and women of the thoughtful and 
epoch-making era of the cavalier 
south. 
Her keen wit and charm made her 
an admired figure among the older 
friends, though she was studious 
and enlightened bevond her years. 
She had a buovancy of spirit which. 
the world. calls youth, but which 
stayled with her even until her eigh- 
ty-second year. 
Her Girlhood. 


When she was sixteen years of 
age, her father himself selected the 
library of books which he desired 
her to rend, and she told the story 
herself that previous to the year 
she was to make her debut when 
she was searcely eifhteen, there 
were certain pooks that her father 
believed every young woman should 
read, and she read them faithfully. 

Whatever those books were there 
was not a young cavalier of those 
days, whether he was southerner 
or a wooer from the north, who 
would not have born testimony to 
the mind and culture, as well as 
the beautv and wit of this daugh- 
ter of the south. 

During the war, the federal troops, 
with General Wilson, were encamped 
on her father’s estate, and a snecia!] 
scuard was provided for her safety 
when on missions of neighborhood 
mercy, or On an erran@ for her 
father, she might leave the grounds. 

She met Genera] Wilson then as 
Miss Sallie Fannie Reed. Once aft- 
erward, when she had passed her 
seventy-fifth birthday, and was ata 
dinner party in New York city, a 
stately gentleman, seated on her 
right. ventured to discuss his expe- 
riences in the south and in the union 
armv. In connection with his stay 
in Georgia, he spoke with tender 
memory of a southern camp on the 
plantation of a distinguished south- 
erner. He mentioned the daughter 
of the home, calling her Miss Reid, 
and was told by Mrs. Grant, in her 
most charming way, that she was 
the young woman whom he recalled. 

Then there followed a correspond- 
ence between the two, lasting until 
General Wilson died, about two 
years ago. 

A Just Woman. 


Mrs. Grant had the enviable qual- 
ity of being naturally just. She had 
all the force and firmness of charac- 
ter that belong to a great spirit, yet 
she was tolerant of those 4n whon 
the world does not find «itractions 
either physical or mental. She could 
see de per and farther than most 
people, and discover the ggqod when 
others would not look for’“it. She 
was so loving that one could scarce- 
ly picture her being offended in the 
uSual] sense, and yet those who knew 
her would realize that to forsive

As a Hostess. 


Through the confederacy’ and 
through the days of reconstruction 
which followed, she had the same 
trials and tribulations other wonien 
of the south had, and she bore them 
with the same grace which charac- 
terized hér hospitality and her tal- 
ents as hostess. 

The center always of a handsume 
and luxurious home, she extended a 
generous hospitality andso admira- 
bly exemplified the principle of the 
philosopher who said it “took the 
aristocrat to be a democrat.” 

She knew her own position, and 
she was willing to recognize every- 
body else’s. Social] life to her did 
not mean only the formal conven- 
tion entertainment, or the more 
extenSive functions. 

It meant home—and entertainment 
in the home—the gathering together 
of congenial spirits. Until her last 
| days she could play the old tunes 
on the piano, sing the old songs and 
still makethe music, which in her, 
expressed the harmony of a womanly 
nature. and a rare and gentie spirit. 

Born, on Southern Plantation. 

Mrs. Grant was born on the 22d 
day of February, 1839, at the colo- 
nial residence of her parents, near 
West Point, Ga., in Troup county, 
located on a plantation which she 
owned up to the time of her death. 
oar malsen name was Sallie Fannie 

eid. 

Her father was William Reid, 
and her mother before her marriage 
was Miss Martha Wingfield, both 
being members of old Georgia fam- 
ilies. Her father was a member of 
the first board of directors of the 
Atlanta and West Point Railway 
company, which passed through his 
plantation. ® 

In her girlhood she lived at the 
home place which was visited by 
the distinguished men of Georgia 
and the south. Her father fre- 
quently had ag his guests, court ses- 
sion, his comrades. Benjamin H. 
Hill, William Dougherty. Charles 
Dougherty. Hewell Cobb. Robert 
——— and men of similar distinc- 
tion. ° 

After her graduation at the La- 


Grange Female institute, it was in 
this atmosphere that her early girl- 
hood-.was spent. 

The Civil War. 

During the civil war, she lived 
on the old plantation and fitted out 
at her own expense a company 
Known as “The Sallie Fannie Reid 
Guards,” presenti@® to them the 
colors under which they fought in 
the confederate service. Four years 
ago Mrs. Grant was present at a 
reunion at West Point of the Sal- 
lie Fannie Reid Guards, at which 
She made a speech with Senator 
Heflin, of Alabama, to the few sur- 
vivors of the old company. 


At her home at Sunny Villa was 
entertained General Tyler the day 
before he was killed in the last 
battle of the civil war fought after 
the surrender of General Lee. 

On the 13th day of June, 1866, 
she was married to Captain Wil- 
liam D. Grant, a gallant confeder- 
ate officer. 5 

Captain Grant was the son of 
Colonel John T. Grant and Miss 
Martha Jackson, a granddaughter 
of James Jackson, one of Georgia’s 
early governors and United States 
senators. In this union was joined 
two of the oldest and best Georgia 
families. ‘ 
Moved to Atlanta. 

In 1870 Captain. and Mrs. Grant 
moved to Atlanta, where her hus- 
band died in 1901. He combined the 
unusual qualities -of business eca- 
pacity and. literary culture. and 
their home at Georgia's capital was 
a center of social brilliancy and 
interest. 

Both husband and wife were in- 
terested in every civic venture, and 
from the foundation of the old li- 
brary, through the various exposi- 
tions, they lent their position and 
influence to all that helped the com- 
munity and the state. 

Mrs. Grant was a member of &t. 
Luke’s Ep'‘scopal church. 

Captain and Mrs. Grant had two 
children, who survive, John W. 
Grant, a prominent business man 
of Atlanta,. who married Miss An- 
nie Inman in April, 1893, and Sarah 
Frances Grant. who married former 
nee John M. Slaton in July,

Four grandchildren survive her, 
‘’ill.am D. Grant, John W. Grant, 
Mrs. Richard Wilmer and Miss An- 
nie Grant, the children of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Grant.

Grant, Atlanta, the state and the 
country lose a wonderful woman. 

Her long life is made mem- 
orable by countless deeds of kind- 


ably no woman ever lived in 
Georgia possessing a more charm- 
ing personality. 

She has been a social leader 


when, as a Troup county belle, she 
captivated the whole state.

LAND IMPROVEMENT. 

The Savannah News well says of 
land improvement which ds going 
on in southwest Georgia that it 
“ought to spread to every county 
in the state.” 

The farmers of that section, it 
says, “are planning extensive 
eradication of stumps in new land 
and comparatively fresh fields.” 

Of this work the Savannah pa- 
per has this to say: 

“For two or three y@éars demon- 
strations of the real, permanent 
good that can be done land, the 
vast saving in area and possibility 
of cultivating it by labor-saving 
machinery have been carried on. 
This fall the farmers are planning 
to practice the lessons they have 
learned. Many fields will have a4 
considerable increase in plant- 
ing area .added to them with- 
out increasing the: acreage—by re- 
moving the stumps and eliminating 
the loss that surrounds every stump. 
Many fields will be put into condi- 
tion which will make possible the 


use of machinery that will more 
than offset the shortage of labor. 


That has been the purpose of 
Georgia farmers ever since they 
have had to “double up” with 
whatever help there was at hand, 
to make their crops in spite of the 
serious labor shortage which will, 
of course, be greatly relieved by 


ery. 

To free the fields of all obstruc- 
tions, and to make every furrow,s 
length of productive soil count in 
crop contribution, is work which 
will carry just that much farther 
on, the road to permanent farm 
prosperity. 

And that’s what the farmers of 
the state are working for.

There are so many things in the 
career of Senator Hoke Smith that 
are reprehensible to loyal and fair- 
thinking Gemocrats, one is apt to 
overlook somethifig really impor- 
tant in appraising the senator's 
public record.

qualities of Gladstone.” He is a 
good lawyer and orator, Dut per- 

ps his chief distinction ts hig 
yl for universal kicking. He 
is opposed to pretty nearly every- 
thing and everybody, and especially 
to Mr. Wilson. He tried in vain to 
get an anti-Wilson delegation from : 
Texas to the San Francisco con- 
vention. 

In the democratic primary elec- 
tion of July 24 there were, besides 
Bailey, three democratic candidates, 
all Wilson men. Mr. Bailey got 
152,173 votes. Mr. Patrick M. Neff 
got 150,321; the third candidate got 
99,063, and the fourth 48,973. The 
majority of the Wilson men was 
nearly 146,184. Mr. Bailey had 33.78 
per cent of the tofal democratic 
vote; the Wilsonites 66.22 per cent. 
Many republicans are said to have 
voted for Mr. Bailey. Republican 
newspapers were enthusiastic for 
him. Some republican papers out- 
side of Texas were rash enough to 
regard the result of the first prt- 
mary as a defeat for Mr. Wilson. 
Since no candidate had a mafority. 
a second primary was held on Au- 
gust 28.

DON’T OVERLOOK HARDWICK. 

(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

Once again The Telegraph wants 
to emphasize the importance. to 
clean democracy in Georgia of the 
gubernatorial campaign now being 
brought to a close, and once more 
to call attention to the fact that, 
as great as is the necessity for 
winning the senatorial contest for 
that democracy, the good work be- 
ing done by and for Governor Dor- 
sey can easily be lost in the end, 
even after apparent safe winning in 
ballots if Thomas W. Hardwick is 
elected governor. 

It is not that Mr. Hardwick’s 
strength is greater than Mr. Wal- 
ker’s—we have heretofore given 
The Telegraph’s reason for making 
the comparison in this way—but 
that the continued division of the 
real democratic vote of the state is 
giving to Mr. Hardwick an apparent 
50 per cent greater strength than 
he actually has. 

The entry of Walter R. Brown. in 
the gubernatorial contest, on the 
Joe Brown platform of anti-labor 
domination, has actually made no 
change in the situation, though it 
could and by the barest’ possibility 
may redound to some slight advan- 
tage somewhere for the democratic 
fieht in behalf of continued suprem- 
acy in.the state. The trouble, 
and it is the cnly trouble, continues 
in the fact that Mr. Holder is yet 
withholding from what would abso- 
lutely be a complete concentration 
upon Mr. Walker, and thereby dis- 
counting by “just s0 many votes as 
Mr. Holder may poil the opposition 
to a party of bolshevism which Mr. 
Hardwick is endeavorigg to build 
up in Georgia. 

This experience comes to The 
Telegraph to further emphasize the 
position already taken and drives 
more forcefully home the conclu- 
sions this paper came to some time 
ago in offering the suggestion that 
all democracy would have, for its 
own preservation, to concentrate 
on Clifford Walker—not because 
we favored him at the outset over 
any other man, or that he is now 
so favored by this paper; but 
rather it is with The Telegraph, 
first and last, death to the en- 
croachment of bolshevism and 
preservation of our own party. 

Three representative, high-stand- 
ing and unusually intelligent men 
yesterday discussed with The Tele- 
graph their personal observations 
during the past week, while on 
trips that took them each through 
a different section of the state.

Neither knew of the discus- 
sion with the other, and yet the 
substance of each conversation was 
so nearly identical it sounded al- 
most like a lesson learned by heart. 
County after county was named by 
one or the other in the conversa- 
tions, and in each the statement 
was made that such and such a 
county was found to be “between 
Hardwick and Walker,” another

with a good chance for Walker,” 
and in several instances “between 
Holder and Hardwick,” or “between 
Hardwick and Holder.” 

The point most \— conclusively 
driven home by the ¢onversations 
was the fact that, though the 
majority of counties named placed 
the contest “between Walker and 
Hardwick,” in every instance Hard- 
wick’s name was coupled with that 
of one or the other of the two op- 
posing candidates; In not one in- 
stance was the statement made 
that one of the counties was pbe- 
tween “Walker and Holder.” 


The Telegraph has not allowed 
itself to be made overoptimistic or 
to become hysterical either way by 
revelation. Indeed, we have 
foreseen just this condition of af- 
fairs for some weeks, and have 
endeavored to picture it to the 
white democratic voters of the 
state. It is perfectly conclusive 
evidence that, as the gubernatorial 
race stands today there is stIll a 
division of the white democratic 
vote of Georgia, all of which ts op- 
posed to bolshevism and its spon- 
sor in Georgia. and yet so apart 
among two perfectly sound and 
food men that it Is handicapping’ 
itself to a point of very serious

danger unless the chasm Is tmmedi- 
ately bridged. 

That brings to a point of neces- 
sity for reiteration of what les as 
a still greater danger behind the 
candidacy of Mr. Hardwick in its 
present form: If he becomes again 
a fluke nominee of the party in a 
white democratic primary in Geor- 
gia he will; under the law, hand- 
Pick a Tom Watson state conven- 
tion whose duty it will be “to de- 
clare the results of the primary.” 
In that case, with Dorsey a win- 
ner over Tom Watson—and the 
race admittedly is between Dorsey 
and Watson for the senate—Wat- 
son will go into a before-pledged 
convention with contests enough to 
kill the Dorsey democratic victory 
entirely and send Tom Watson and 
Georgia bolshevism to the United 
States Senate as well as to ptace it 
in the executive chair in thts state.

are nevertheless anxious to save his 
life if it be possible. But they 
are not interfering because they re- 
alize that arguments are useless, 
but would merely cause the lord 
mayor pain and mental anguish. 

MacSwiney was reported tonight 
to have suffered paralysis of the 
right arm and right leg, due to fail- 
ure of his circulation. Physicians, 
in attendance, feared that paraly- 
sis of his entire body will gradually 
set in. 

His sister, upon leaving the 
prison shortly before 8 o’clock 
tonight, said that for the first time 
he was unable to speak to her. 

Ne Mercy to Be Shown. 

Appeals in behalf of Lord Mayoér 
MacSwiney will not be recognized 
by the British government, Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Ireland, strongly intimated to- 
day in an interview with the cor- 
respondent of The London Times at 
Lucerne today. Sir Hamar also in- 
dicated the government would un- 
Swervingly adhere to its Irish 
policy. 

“None of the mercy which some 
seek to invoke for the lord mayor,” 
Said the chief secretary, “was 
shown the eighty policemen wno 
have lost their lives in Ireland.” 

“The present lawlessness in Ire- 
land,” The Times’* correspondent 
quotes Sir Hamar as declaring, “‘is 
the work of a small body of men 
who are striving by carefully plan- 
ned anarchy to impose _ secession 
from the British empire on 80 per 
cent of the people of Ireland who 
do not want to secede.” 

Rumors of Cabinet Split. 

Rumors of serious divergence of 
opinion in high governmental cir- 
cles over the advisability of releas- 
ing Lord Mayor MacSwiney are 
gaining wide circulation here. 

It was reported that King George 
at the intercession of Queen Mary, 
threatened to issue a royal procla- 
mation freeing MacSwiney. Premier 
Lloyd George, according to this in- 
formation, countered with a threat 
to hold up the proclamation if it 
is issued.

New York, Septembe r2.—While 
_there was some profit-taking at the 
close, which earried prices off 
somewhat, the stock market was, 
for the most part, a firm one, with 
rails again in the lead. An effort 
was made to tryout the theory that 
the rails had had advance enough 
for the present, but the bear pres- 
Sure was resisted, with the list 
showing a tendency to snap back as 
soon as the pressure was removed. 
There was no indication that the ad- 
vance had been overdone, but. on 
the contrary, many of the railway 
Shares moved up into new high 
ground for this movement. The 
market, in fact, was~broader than 
at any time since the news of the 
rate advance was received. 

The industrial list was also influ- 
enced by the advance in the rails 
and, for once, the market was _ al- 
most free from bear pressure ex- 
cept for the unsuccessful attempt 
to stop the rail adavncee.

| Washington, September 2.—Po- 
land has declined to jeopardize her 
military operations against. the 
bolsheviki by binding herself to 
regard the “artificial boundaries” 
laid down at the peace conference. 

Replying to Secretary Colby’s 
suggestion that Poland remain 
within the lines specified by the 
peace conference, the Polish gov- 
ernment states its position as fol- 
lows: F 

‘Notwithstanding 
thetic attitude of 
Polish nation had to face the dan- 
ger alone, and 0»political 
proved that it must in the first 
place rely upon its own military 
strength. If military operations 
necessitated the measures to pre- 
vent a renewed invasion of Poland 
it could hardly be considered fair 
that artificial boundaries that dp 
not bind one opponent should in- 
terfere with the military opera- 
tions of the other.” 

The text of the correspondence 
between the American and Polish 
governments relative to the Polish- 
Russian situation was made public 
tonight at the state department. It 
consisted of a message addressed 
to President Wilson by Premier 
Witos, of Poland, a note by Secre- 
tary Colby under date of August 
21, and two replies from the Polish 
government, one under date of Au- 
gust 28 and the other of August 30. 

Witos to Wilson. 

The general nature of the cor- 
respondence ' had become known 
previous to its being made public 
tonight, and state department of- 
ficials yesterday characterized the 
Polish replies as “entirely satisfac- 
tory. . 

The message of Premier Witos to 
President Wilson was made public 
by the Polish government at the 
time it was sent. Secretary Colby 
in acknowledging took occasion to 
call attention to the recent note of 
the American government to the 
Italian government, expressing the 
belief that the territorial integrity 
of Russia should be respected. Con- 
tinuing, Secretary Colby sata: 
“The United States applauds the 
Steadfast gallantry of the Polish 
army in its defense of Warsaw and 
is sympathetic With all necessary 
measures which Poland may take 
to preserve its political and terri- 
torial integrity. This government, 
however, urges every réasonable 
effort be made to terminate the 
present bloodshed. It could not 
approve the adoption of an offen- 
Sive war program against Russia 
by the Polish government. 

“The American government ts of 
the opinion that the Polish advance 
into Russia tends to create a na- 
tional sentiment in that country 
which ignored the tyranny an@ op- 
pression from which the people 
suffer ,and afforded an undeserved 
Support to the bolshevik regime, 
which enabled its leaders to ‘em- 
bark upon the invasion of Polisn 
territory.

Warsaw, September 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The bolshevik 
army of General Budenny, noted 
cavalry leader, was annihilated duf- 
ing the operations in the Lemberg 
sector, which began August 29 and 
ended September 1, says the Polish 
official] statement on military oper- 
ations, issued today. 

Isolated detachments of the Bu- 

ny forces succeeded in escaping 
and are in disorderly retreat. 

Genera] Budenny’s mounted men 
had been. endeavoring to break 
through the Polish lines and march 
upon Lublin. They had nearly com- 
pleted an encircling against Zamoers 
midway between Lublin and Lem- 
berg, but were outflanked by the 
Poles and attacked from the east, 
the communication states.

“Tt is alSo true, in my judgment, 
that in any grave’ international 
question coming before the assem- 
bly of the league of. nations, the 
United States would vote with these 
republics, and they would vote with 
the United States.

sembly the British Empire, with 6 
votes, were tocast them in amanner 
contrary to American interests, the 
United States would find the great 
majority of the other American re- 
publics would he in accord with 
our position of mutual interests.

Macon, Ga., September 2.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—According .to the schedule 
of assetes and liabilities filed by 
the R. F. Willingham corporation 
here today at the office of the clerk 
ofthe United States district court, 
the assets are almost double the 
liabilities, and the corporation is in 
a solvent condition. The assets are 
given as $996,862.54, and the liabill- 
ties $581,622.14. 

The figures were computed from 

the books of the company, which 
gavethe value of the property as 
appraised several months ago, and 
it is admitted that when the prop- 
erty is sold on the open market, it 
will hardly bring 50 per cent of the 
appraised value.
